The Government Telegraph Rates. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 81.—One of the 
greatest causes of complaint atthe navy and 
other departments of the government is the 
uncertain rate of telegraphic tolls which they 
have to pay to the different telegraph com- 


panies. Secretary Tracy, whoreturned from 
New York yesterday morning, has been for 
some time quictly investigating the different 
telegraph rates paid for official messages and 
has become convinced that in a number of 
cases the rates for such service were exces- 
sive. Yesterday afternoon be prepared a cir- 
cular order on the subject. The order directs 
that hereafter all 2 oflloials or 
or 


others acting under authority of the 
Navy Department will suspend the 
payment of any i telegraph bill for 


official messeges transmitted or received over 
lines in the United States until the official pro- 
mulgation by the Postmaster-General of the 
order fixing the rates for such service during 
the current fiscal year. When these rates are 
furnished and distributed as required by law, 
agents of the Navy Department will govern 
themselves accordingly as to the rates, and 
send such official messages as the exigencies 
of the service require over the routes most ad- 
vantageous tothe Government. There is no 
doubt but what the action of Secretary Tracy 
in this matter will be followed by the other 
executive departments. Enormous bills of 
telegraph service are incurred every month by 
all the departments of the Government, 
and hitherto have been paid upon the 
youchers of the telegraph company without 
any question. So far as the navy department 
is concerned, in the future the rates for the 
coming twelve months will have to be fur- 
nished the Postmaster-General and by him 

romulgated. When this is done every dis- 
— officer of the navy will be supplied 
with a copy. It will result in a great saving 
to the department and if adopted by the 
other officers of the government a large sum 
of money will revert to the government 
which is now paid out simply on the statement 
of the different telegraph companies. No 
specific charges are made by any executive 
departments in regard to any wrong doing or 
exorbitant charges of any particular company, 
but it is thought that an official promul- 
gation of rates will not only be of benefit to 
the government but a protection to the tele- 
graph companies as well.

The Pension Re-Rating Investigation. 


Wasutnoton, D. C., July 81.—The commit- 
tee recently appointed by Secretary Noble to 
investigate the alleged illegal re-ratings 
of pensions by the Pension Bureau 


officials has completed the first week 
of its labors. The original order of Secretary 
Noble directed that the investigation should 
cover all operations of the bureau 
during the last twelve months, but a superfi- 
cia! examination convinced the committee 
that the labor involved ina searching examl- 
nation of all cases adjudicated within 
that time would occupy them at least six 
months, and upon the tacit understanding, If 
not express direction of the Secretary, 
the committee have thus far confined their 
work to the months of Decemberin last year 
and May inthe present year. The examina- 
tion covering these months will probably be 
completed by next Saturday or eariy in 
the coming week, when a report will be made 
to Secretary Nobie. It is learned from 
parties believed to havea knowledge of the 
work of the committee“ that during the 
month of December last, under Commissioner 
Black’s administration, there were found to 
have been made about 1,500 reissues 
of pensions and during the month of May 
nder Commissioner Tanner’s administration, 
about eighteen hundred reissues. These re- 
issues cover all clauses known to the pension 
laws, and include all cases of re-rating, which it 
is said average trom 3 to 5 per cent of the 
whole number of reissues. Therefore the 
re-ratings found in these two months will 
probably aggregate lees than 200. It Is 
stated further that the re-ratings probably do 
not average more than from $2 to $4 per 
month, but the arrears in many cases 
are carried back to the date of the original 
application. So far as it nas gone, is believed 
to have convinced the committee that 
there has been a gradual increase 
in the number of pensions re-rated since 
late in the summer or early in the fall ot last 
year. Itis confidently asserted that the com- 
mittee have discovered nothing whatever of a 
sensational character.

The sewage of 
Chicago ordinarily fows down the Chicago 
into the Desplaines, and thence into the IIII- 
nois. But so gradual isthe fall of the river 
southward of the divide that the enormous 
rainfall of Saturday night started the flow up- 
ward and into the lake. The filthy water from 
the Chicago River is now within a very short 
distance of the crib and is stili creeping 
toward it in spite of a strong northeast wind. 

Sunday and Monday when there was a 
strong current inthe river, reaching at one 
time a rate of over 100 miles an hour, the cur- 
rent did not extend very much beyond the 
breakwater and was blown toward the shore 
by the wind. Yesterday, however, the lake 
was yellow with river slush to within nearly a 
fourth of a mile from the crib, and the oon 
tamination seemed to be stealing its way to 
the source of water supply gradually, but 
surely. 

Mayor Cregler, in company with Aldermen 
Vierling, L. B. Dixon and Horner, together 
with Chief-Engineer Welch of the North Side 
water-works and Prof. Long, the chemist, 
made a tour of inspection to thecrib, and 
found the water almost black for some dis- 
tance out. A gray streak could be dis- 
tinctly seen almost to the crib. There was 
still a current in the river flowing into the 
lake atthe rate of about two miles an hour 
and a large number of refuse matter accom- 

anied the river in its journey to the sourcs of 
Bhicago’s water supply. The bodies of 
several dead dogs and dead cats were seen 
floating under Dearborn street bridge anda 
large amount of garbage was aiso passing out 
into the lake. Every paper in the city is 
sounding the alarm and the gravest appre- 
hensions are felt.

Municipal Electric Light Co. Placed With 
the Purchasers of the Laclede—The Er- 
fect of the Transaction on the City’s 


HE way of the monop- 
/ olist ie hard in these 
days. He devises his 
scheme to control 
some industry, figures 
out the cost and the 
profits. Tremendous 
riches lie within his 
grasp apparentiy. Then 
the unthought of ob- 
stacle arises, the man 
who if left alone will 


make the effort at combination afailure, He 
bas to be combined, and as he is often an ob- 
stinate fellow his resistance is expensive, The 
syndicate which is now trying to obtain the 
control of lighting in St. Louis has hada hard 
time. This syndicate, represented by H. B. 
Hollins & Co. of New York, is supposed 
to include August Belmont, W. H. Van- 
derbilit, a Rothebild interest, some 
Philadelphians and a number of St. Louisans. 
After securing the Laclede, St. Louis and 
Carondelet Gas Cos., and effecting their con- 
solidation, the monopolists found they had 
only a small portion of the lighting business 
in their hands. The lighting of the streets and 
public buildings will be done after next Jan- 
uary4 by electric light companies, and that is 
an immense and profitable contract. 
PART OF THIS WORK 

the Laclede Co. had contracted for, having 
secured the work from the city througha 
straw bidder. That part was one-half of the 
incandescent electric lighting. In order to 
make this contract profitable and secure a 
monopoly of the business it became necessary 
forthe syndicate to control the other con- 


tractors. 

Preliminary to this the representatives of 
the syndicate bought the Heisler 
patents for incandesceat lighting, and 
account of this purchase ap · 
peared exclusively in the Post-DISPATCH at 
the time of its consummation. Those patents 


ave them control of a system of lighting that 
fad been proved to be cheap and adequate as 
acofmpetitor with all other systems. Then 
the attention of the representatives was 
turned in another direction. 

The contracts for lighting the streets with 
electricity beginning January 1, 1890, will run 
for ten years. The city was divided into two 
parts when bids were called for, and the bids 
were to be on two classes of lighting. 

CHARLES BROWN 
secured the lighting 75 buildings in the 
northern division, the Missouri Electric Light 
& Power Co. got the contract for lighting 
the buildings in the southern 
division, ana Charles Sutter got the contracts 
for lighting the streets and parks in both di- 
visions. Brown was practically only aname, 
being to all intents and purposes a sesond bid 
filed by the Laclede Gas-light Co. A few days 
after the award was made the Laclede filed 
the Board of Public Improve- 
an assignment from rown 
company of the contract. 
Sutter, who was said to be Dacked by an ac- 
cumulator company, the Dorsett Conduit Co. 
and Indiana moneyed men, but who realized 
speculators in municipal franchises, some 
weeks later wrote the Board of Public Im- 
provements asking if he would be allowed to 
assign his contract to a company he purposed 
forming. 

The President of the board, underthe City 
Counselor’s advice, notified Mr. Sutter and 
the Laclede that 

ASSIGNMENTS OF THE CONTRACTS 
would not be recognized by the city, and that 
Brown and Sutter would be held accountable 
for the execution of the contracts. It was sug- 
gested at the time that Brown and Sutter might 
give powers of atterney to their successors 
that would amount to assignments, but that 
plan did not meet the fancy of the succes- 
sore of these men, and recently a bill was 
introduced in the Municipal Assembly 
for their relief. This bill pro- 
vides specifically for the recognition 
of the assignmente of the electric lighting 
contracts by Brown, Sutter and the Missouri 
Electric Light & Power Co. at any time, sub- 
ject to the approval of the bonds of the 
assignee by the Mayor and City Counselor. 
This bill has passed both houses and is ready 
for the Mayor’s approval. 

In the meantime the Laclede has been put- 
ting forward the work of preparation for the 
execution of its contract and Sutter has 
formed the Municipal Electric Light Co.. 
which is going forward with preparations for 
the work he contracted to do. he Missouri 
Co. has invested about $600,000in a plant and 
is making arrangements for further invest- 
ments. The last named is

and as far as is now known is out of the reach 
ofthe gentlemen who represent the Hollins 
syndicate. 

Sutter’s company, though heavily stocked, 
was without means to prosecute its prepara- 
tory work until an issue of $750,000 
bonds were floated. This issue was 
determined upon at the formation of 
the Municipal company. It was believed 
by the promoters that capital could be secured 
in that way sufficient for the purchase and 
erection of a piant, and that the contract with 
the city would earn enough over expenses to 
pay the Interest on the bonds and leave a rea- 
sonable marginforthe stock. At this time 
Hollins & Co. were laying their plans for the 
control of the city lighting, and through this 
firm the Sutter company found a market for 
its bonds. The money to bulld the Sutter 
plant comes out of the pockets of the same

uls Gas Companies; the same pockets were 
unbuttoned that supplied the cash for the 
purehase ofthe Heisler patents.

The bond purchase will give them practically 
the control of the Municipal company, a eon- 
trol that will be used to harmonize its pusi- 
ness with that of the other corporations 
controlled by the syndicate. 

Though the Laclede’s interest in the Thom- 
son-Houston EKleotrie Light Co., which re- 
cently absorbed ail the small arce-light com- 
panies of the city, the Municipal company 
will now be relieved of ail anxiety on account 
of the Jenney patents.

He is interested with Wong Chin Foo, who 
often writes for the New York Newspapers, in 
the Royal Theatrical Co., and forthis reason 
telegraphed to San Francisco to ascertain the 
truth of the reports which had reached some 
of the members of the company. 
There are seven Chinese 
HIGH BINDER SOCIETIES 

in San Francisco. These are the On Yek Tong, 
Suey Sing. Ep Ying, Muck Tin Fong, Hop 
Sing Tong, Suey On Tong and the Tug Lum 
San Fong. Individual altercations between 
members of different families resulting in 
murders have involved these societies ina 
warfare and each has voted its hatchetmen to 
take revenge on some offensive member ofa 
rival society. Since the llth of last April 
nine murders have beem committed in China- 
town, San Francisco, and the police are al- 
most ready to confess their inability to cope 
with the murderous organizations in their 
bloody work. According to informa- 
tion received in New York four members 
of the theatrical company now there 
are among the offending Chinamen. At a 
meeting of the Council of Death’’ held in 
San Francisco some weeks ago, an event con- 
cerning which the police have full informa- 
tion, Chee Ah Lung was fixed upon as the 
chiefofa party of seven ‘‘hatchetmen’’ or 
assassins to carry out the sentence. In San 
Francisco Chee Ah Lung is regarded as a very 
desperate citizen. Four years ago when he 
was under arrest atthe Four Courts in this 
city the police sent on inquiries concerning 
himto San Francisco and the police there 
gave him a very hard reputation. In 
September, 1884, he was released from 
the San Quentin Penitentiary where he 
served a term of seven years for highway rob- 
bery. In July, 1885, he 


CAME TO THIS CITY 

under the following circumstances: A feud 
broke out between a crowd of Chinamen in 
this cityand a branch of the Hop Sing Tong 
Society. Lou Johnson, an Americanized 
Chinaman, informed Special Police Officer 
George Leonard that Joe Goon was running a 
fan tan gambling- house at No. 604 Market 
street, where Chinamen were being robbed. 
The police raided the den and arrested nearly 
forty Mongolians. The officers were ignorant 
of the details of the game, and Police Justice 
Cady found it necessary to call in Lou 
Johnson and some other Chinamen to 
testify * to how it was played. 
A few days later a purse of $600 was raised to 
pay for the assassination of Lou Johnson. The 
sum was offered to two Chinamen, one of 
whom ran a laundry on Washington avenue, 
near Jefferson, and the other on Chouteau av- 
enue, near Twelfvh street. They declined. 
On the morning of Junel, 1855, the body of 
Lou Johnson, hacked to pieces, was found 
stuffed in a closet in an old house, rear of 717 
Walnut street. The head of the corpse was 
jammed into a bucket of rice,and in the closet 
was the blood-stained bedding from the bunk, 
showing that he had been murdered while 
asleep. 

There was no clue to the murderers until 
James Baptiste, another Americanized China- 
manandafriend of Johnson, arrived at the 
Four Courts. There he planned and executed 
some very fine detective work. The police 
were without an ſota of evidence but had de- 
cided to run in every Chinaman whose where- 
abouts on the night of the assassination could 
not be satisfactorily accounted for. That day 
a Chinaman informed Baptiste that another 
Chinaman had suggested the advisability of 
Johnson and Baptiste withdrawing from St. 
Louis, as hard feelings were growing. Bap- 
tiste instantly judged that the man who made 
the suggestion knew the pians of the murder, 
An emissary to the laundries, sent out early 
in the morning, brought back word that they 
had notfyet been advised of the assassipation. 
This was just into band. Hurrying to the 
laundries he found his men and explained 
that he had called to return his heartfelt 
thanks for the timely warning. 
He said he and Johnson proposed 
to leave that night for New York and hinted 
that he believed that the warning indicated 
that they would be in great danger if they did 
not go. Gratitude was apparently the upper- 
most sentiment in Baptiste’s mind, though 
he now and then put in a pointed question.

In effecting 
his arrest Baptiste again displayed wonderful 
shrewdness. For the time he was Ohief of 
Police of St. Louis, dining and sleeping in the 
vicinity of the Four Courts and remaining in 
the building all day to receive the reports of 
the detectives who were operating 
under his directions.

WATER SUPPLY PURCHASED, 


Julius Walsh Secures Possession of a Large 
Colorado Lake, 


The water supply of Denver is now con- 
troled by Mr. Julius Walsh of thiscity. This 
interesting fact was learned to-day, but as 
Mr. Walsh is now in Colorado the details of 
his plans could not be learned. The supply of 
Denver must come from a large lake in the 
mountains, fifty miles away. The water now 
funished the city is inadequate and as the city 
is increasizg in population and the demand 
upon it is growing greater the question is 
becoming the most important which the city 
legislators have to consider. The only avail- 
able source for an increase of tue supply, 
it is eaid, is this lake up in the moun- 
tains. Mr. Walsh recognized this some time 
ago, and he finally secured control of the 
lake with the intention, itis said, of holding 
ituntil Denver or a syndicate of capitalists 
finds it necessary to construct water works 
and run a pipe line from the lake tothe city. 
The investment is regarded as one of the best 
that Mr. Walsn has ever made and he may 
himself put in the pipe line and erect suitable 
works for carrying water through it the year 
through. A great deal of water, with the ex- 
ception of that from the lake, availabie for 
Denver comes from etreams on which are lo- 
cated gold and silver mines. The water after 
passing a number of these mills is, of course, 
more or less impure.

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CHABLES DILGER, THE SLAYER OF TWO 
POLICEMEN, HANGED TO-DAY. 


A Terrible Tragedy in an Infamous Resert— 
Dilger Slips Through the Noose and Is 
Drawn Up on the Trap-Door a Second 
Time—Harry Smart, a Brutal Murderer, 
Banged on the Same Scaffold, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 81.—Chariles Dilger 
and Harry Smart were banged at 6:04 o'clock 
this morning in the jail yard. At 5:30 o’clock 
Father Brady and Father Nicholas yave way 
to the Deputy Sheriff, Henry Bell, who read the 
death warrant to each of the men. They 
stood in their cell doors, both handcuffed, and 
listened attentively tothe reading. The line 
of march to the scaffold was formed at 5:47 
o’clock. Both Dilger and Smart walked 
firmly up the steps, Dilger leading the way 
unassisted. Father Nicholas read the service 
of the Catholic Church, the crowd maintain- 
ing a breathless silence. Deputy Sheriff Rag- 
land meanwhile took his place near the trap 
rope. Bath men were very pale during the 
reading. At the conclusion of the service, 
Smart and Dilger bade good-bye to all the 
turnkeys. They then took positions on the 
traps. Smart laughed as he stepped upon the 
fatal door. Deputy Sheriff Hikes pinioned 
them with leather bands at 6 o’clock. The 
rope was cut at 6:040’clock exactly and both 
men shot down through the traps. Smart 
turned round and probably died instantly, 
but Dilger slipped through the noose, the rope 
catching him over the chin at the lower teeth, 
He was seemingly unhurt and was drawn up 
by the rope until his shoulders came through 
the trap, when the deputies took him Dy the 
arms and pulled him up on the scaffold. A 
new rope was brought into service, and when 
the noose was adjusted Dilger asked: What's 
the matter?’’ When told ‘‘the rope has 
slipped its knot,’’ he said: ‘‘This shows I 


should not die.“ He placed himself upon the 
trap the second time by making two hops. 
The drop was again sprung at 6:09, and he was 
strangled to death. 

DILGER’S CRIME. ' 

The crime for which Charles Dilger pays the 
severest penalty of the law was an especially 
brutal and revolting one—the double murder 
of two policemen, officers of the law, who 
were acting in the discharge of their duty. 
Thureday, August 16, 1888, at 2 o’clock in the 
morning, when the city had been quiet for 
many hours, wrapped in peaceful slumbers, 
on Lafayette street, one of the most disrepu- 
table thoroughfares in the city, the scene was 
u lively one. At that hour, just as Officers 
James W. Jones and Joe Rosenberg had left 
the corner of Prestonand Lafayette streets, 
they were startled by cries of Murder!“ 
‘*Help!’’ in a 
came from the house No. 98 La- 
fayette street, a house infamous for 
the crimes and murders committed within its 
walls. The officers ran in and found Charles 
Diiger in the act of beating Mary Burns, alias 
Buggy“ Burns, with whom he was living. 
The officers disappeared within that door of 
the room, but what took place in there has 
never been discovered. A few minutes later 
a man, hatless and coatless, ran down the 
steps with blood streaming from his hands. 
It was Charies Dilger, and he continued his 
flight until arrested two hours later in the 
western portion ofthecity. In the hallway 
of the landing on the second floor was found 
the dead body of Officer Jones. In his head 
was a deep wound from a knife. 
The blade had penetrated the brain. Inthe 
heart was another knife wound. Either 
would have caused his death. From the 
room occupied by Dilger and the woman came 
faint moans, and in there Dilger's second vie- 
tim was exposed. Stretched on the floorat 
the foot of the bed was Officer Rosenberg. 
He was insensible. From a knife wound on 
his right temple dripped drops of blood. He 
died the next afternoon. Dilger was cap- 
tured by the police two hours atter his double 
crime had been committed. After two trials 
and an appeal tothe Supreme Court the Gov- 
ernor refused to commute his sentence toa 
life term inthe penitentiary, and his execu- 
tion took place to-day. 

HARRY SMART’S CRIME, 

The crime tor which Harry Smart was 
hanged to-day was one of the most revolting 
ever recorded in the history of the State. 
Though there was no direct testimony, the 
circumstantial evidence was of the most pos- 
itive and strongest kind. On July 5, 1888, 
Smart, his wife, who was a low prostitute 
named Laura Haight before he married her, 
Meisner Green and an abandoned woman 
named Belle Ward, concluded to leave Louis- 
ville and go to Madison, Ind. Smart bad 
formerly lived there, and he thought 
they could do better than in 
Louisville. started up the 
river in On the 9th inst. 
the body of an unknown woman was found 
floating in the river at the foot of Clay street. 
Her throat was cut and a stone weighing about 
forty-five pounds wastied to her feet. The 
next morning the body of a man floating in 
the river was found. A forty-pound stone was 
also tied to his feet, his throat was cut and 
there was a hole in the back of his head. De- 
composition was so far advanced that the 
features were unrecognizabie. Wesley Green, 
the brother of Meisner, identified the body b 
the clothing. Acquaintances of the ar 
woman identified her also by the clothing she 
wore. The police followed this evidence up 
with a strong chain of corroborative incidents 
and the condemned man was unable to secure 
even another trial.

A SCHOOL BOOK ROW, 


Trouble Over the New Law in the Hoosi¢r 
State. 


* INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 31.—- Trouble over 
the new school book system in Indiana has 
begun. Itis believed by many that the law 
providing for the adoption of text-books un- 
der a State contract, whereby the prices to 


the parents of pupils will be reduced about 60 
per cent, is sure to prove a failure. It is as 
serted that the text-books which have been 
adopted are greatly inferiorto those in use, 
and in several counties the school officers 
will, it is threatened, refuse to receive the new 
books. In anticipation of the trouble the State 
Superintendent several days ago asked for 
advice from the Attorney-General as to his 
interpretation of the law, and along opinion 
was submitted yesterday, in which it was beld 
that the statute is mandatory and nothing is 
left to the judgment or discretion of the school 
officers. The Cincinnati publishers, who have 
had a monopoly of the text-book business in 
Indiana, have employed attorneys to fight the 
introduction of the new books. The Gov- 
ernor last night issued his proclamation in 
accordance with the requirements of the act, 
declaring that its provisions must 

complied with by all concerned.

SILENT IN THEIR MISERY. 


The Terrible Distress Among the Locked- 
Out Streator Miners. 


CnrcaGo, III., July 31.—Oongressman Law- 
ler and other members of the Business Men's 
Relief Committee left this morning with addli- 
tional supplies for the half-starved, locked- 
out coal miners at Streator, III. 
A reporter had a talk with Mr. 
Geerahty, whose business in Streator has been 
well nigh ruined by the miners’ troubles. Mr. 
Georahty has been in Milwaukee for some 
days soliciting relief. '‘We have two car loads 
of provisions to distribute to-day,’’ said Mr. 
Geerahty, but what will that amount to 
when divided among 6,000 starving miners, 
the majority of whom are married mén with 
families. It will scarcely last two days 
for the poor fellows. The eondition of 


the men is almost indescribable. I can truth- 
fully oey that many people are actually starv- 
ing. The babies and children cry for bread 
and wallow in the muddy street, but their 
mothers have me callous to their cries 
and do not seem to mind. They say but little 
and complaints are infrequent; they just keep 
silent in their misery.

Buildings Demolished and Bridges Carried 
Away—The Mill-Pond at  Milibcrn 
Breaks, Driving Hundreds of People 
From Their Homes—A Fool’s Narrow 
Escape—The Ashland Cyclone—Bled to 
Death. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 81.—Reports from all 
over Essex County indicate that the damage 
py the storm, which is still raging, will be 
greater than was thought last night. Bloom- 
field suffered most severely by the breaking of 
Fritz’sdam. Fifty families were driven from 
their houses but no lives were lost. The water 
is subsiding this morning and the people are 
returning to their nouses. The dam across the 
river at Belleville broke last night and 
flooded the mills and did considerable damage 


to property in the low section of the town. 
In Orange street the water is subsiding. A 
confectioner from this city named Monchild 
was driving across the bridge at Maplewood 
last night when the bridge was carried away. 
lie was carried down with the torrent, to- 
gether with the horse and wagon, and 
was finally rescued by a crowd of 
men from South Orange. Trains on the Mor- 
ris & Essex road are moving slowly through 
the Oranges. The greatest apprehension is 
feltat Milburn. A watch has been placed on 
the dam of the Orange reservoir, two and one- 
half miles from the town ana 260 feet above it. 
The people are prepared to move at a 
moment’s notice. 
FLED IN TERROR. 

The dam at Vansickle’s mill pond at Mill- 
burn broke early this morning and the es- 
caping waters drove hundreds of people from 
their homes. Household goods and other 
property were curried away. The people fled 
in terror. It is impossible to drive over the 
thoroughfares. 


The Damage at Plainfield. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., July 31.—The damage by 
the flood is greater than at first supposed. 
Eight dams in all were washed away near 
bere. The water rushing through the 
break in the Feltville dam carried away and 
completely obliterated two smalier dams be- 
jow Zeley’s paper mill at Scotch Plains. 
The loss is $10,000. Scotch Plains is 


entirely submerged, but the loss is small. 
The damage in the business portion of Plain- 
feld caused by tne breaking of Tier’s dam 
is not less than $30,000. Fifteen large 
prick buiiding are undermined and in a dan- 
gerous condition. Somerset street is impas- 
gable, being washed away in great gaps. 
Every bridge in Plainfield, Fanwood and 
Warren Townsbips is washed away. The loss 
tothe county will reach $40,000 for bridges 
aione. The new Brooklyn dam was swept 
away. Little damage was done here because 
t is an open country. No lives were lost and 
no one was hurt. Hadthe break occurred at 
night instead of in the afternon, a different 
story would have been told. It is 
believed that the loss in and near Plainfield 
dy this storm will reach $150,000. The water 
bas entirely subsided and repairs are being 
rapidly made.

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EVERY REASON WHY IT SHOULD BE HELD 
IN Sr. LOUIS. 


The Legisiature Has a Precedent and May 
Appropriate Meéney to Bring the Big 
Show to This State—The Residents of Jef- 
ferson County Active—Constitational 
Limitations to the Apprepriation of 


> HAT shall 
XV we do to get 
the World’s 
Fair? That's what the 
merchants, lawyers, 
brokers, hotel men, 
and people of St. Louis 
generally are asking. 
Capturing a World’s 
Fair is a feat which St. 
Loulsans have had no 
chance to practice, but St. Louis has acquired 
a reputation during the past ten years for en- 
tertaluing strangers which has extended over 
the world. 

The first move necessary in the estimation 
ot most people should be made by the State 
Legislature, and this should be in the nature 
of aliberal donation from the State funds. 
Here the question arises, can the State 
appropriate funds for the purpose of securing 
She World’s Fair? It has been suggested that 
the constitution of the State might prevent 
the Legislature from appropriating money for 
suck a purpose. The strict constructionists 
who hint at this danger found their fears on 
the following section of the State Constitu- 
tion: 

Sec. 46, art.4. The General Assembly shall 
have no power to make any wzrant, or to au- 
thorize the making of any «rant of public 
money or thing of value to any individual, as- 
sociation of individuals, municipal or other 
corporation whatsoever; provided, that this 
shall not be so construed as to prevent the 
grant of aid in case of a public calamity. 

Another section of the Constitution provides 
the orderin which appropriations shall be 
made. This order, as established by the 
Constitution, is as follows: First, for the 
payment of interest upon bonded debt; sec- 
ond, for the benefit of sinking fund; third, 


for free public school purposes; fourth, 
for the payment of cost of assessing 
and collecting revenue; fifth, for the 


payment of the civil list; sixth, for the sup- 
port of the eleemosynary institutions; sev- 
euth, for the pay of the General Assembly and 
such other purposes as are not prohibited by 
the Constitution. 

Sec. 49 of the fourth article prohibits the 
General Assembly from subscribing or author- 
izing the subscription of stock on behalf of 
the State in any corporation or association 
except for the purpose of securing loans ex- 
tended to certain railroad corporations of the 
aoe prior tothe adoption of the Constitu- 
tion. 

These provisions of the Constitution are not 
interpreted as prohibiting any appropriation 
forthe Worid’s Fair. There is a precedent 
for such an appropriation. 

Speaking on this subject to-day Secretary 


Morgan of the Merchants’ Kxchange 
said: oct remember distinctly that 
385, 000 was appropriated by the State 


for the New Orleans Exposition. I do not re- 
mem ber what appropriation there was for the 
Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia. I never 
beard the question of the unconstitution- 
ality ofan appropriation for such a purpose 
suggested. 
MR. GEORGE BAIN, 

who was one of the directors of the 
Centennial Exposition, sad. We all 
want the World’s Fair here, and we 
ought to get it. The State did not subscribe 
to the Centennial Exhibition but I do not think 
there it any reason why the Legislature should 
not makea big appropriation for this pur- 
pose. We are centrally located and have 
every —— in our favor. There will be 
no question abaut the right of the Legislature 
to make a big appropriation to bring to St. 
Louis a show that will bring hundreds of 
thousands of people to our city.’’ 

EX-CONGRESSMAN JOHN J. O'NEILL, 

who was a member of the Missouri Legis- 
lature, at which the appropriation for the 
Centennial exhibit was discussed, said: ‘‘The 
Legisiature, if I remember rightly, appro- 
priated some small sum, butlam not sure 
what the amount was. I was atthe Centen- 
nial, and 1 think no exhibit of Iux- 
ury, mechanism or human . ingenuity 
that it may be my good luck to feast my eyes 
on before I pass to the other shore, will con- 
fuse the distinct recollection I bave of the 
show in the Missouri building at the Centen- 


nial. At one end of the room hung a wooden 
chain cut out of a single stick and duly cata- 
logued as having been manufactured 


by a 16-year-old boy. Opposite this was a 
large sign calling attention to a sewing ma- 
chine, the name of which I have forgotten, but 
I do know, however, that in the struggle for 
the survival of the fittest that has raged be- 
tween sewing machines during the 
— thirteen years, this particular, 

rand, which occupied the most prominent 
place in the Missouri exhibit, has gone out of 
sight. These were thetwo things on which 
the attention of visitors to the Missouri build- 
ing centered. I disowned being a Missourian, 
but I wished heartily that I could have 
brought every member of that Legislature of 


such an economical turn of mind to 
that place to see the contemptible 
showing our great State made. 


I know that the constitution strictly limits the 
right of the Legislature to appropriate public 
money, but there is no question in my mind 
that the Legislature can appropriate all the 
money the State can spare to win such an 
honor. We certainly ought to nave the fair. 


The North, South and West ought to 
back us up. The result of the 
New Orleans Exposition shows that it is not 


wise to bold such an affair at one of the bor- 
ders of the country. and should settle the 
claims of New York, no matter how much 
money she can raise. Even if the fair is held 
in St. Louis New York will get the benefit of 
the travel of Europeans who will come West 
to attend. 1 should think that every State 
west of the Mississippi would rush to the front 
as champions of the claims of St. Louis for the 
Worid’s Fair. 
DESOTO TO THE FRONT. 

The citizens of DeSoto have even antici- 
pated the citizens of St. Louis in starting a 
movement to bring the World’s Fair to this 
city. A meeting has been called for next Sat- 
urday evening at the Opera-house in DeSoto. 
The residents of Jefferson County are invited 
to the meeting, which will be addressed bya 
number of prominent citizens.

WHERE IS JO HOFFMAN? 
THE PLANTERS’ HOUSE FULL OF INQUIRIES 
FOR A SWINDLER. 


An Ancient Confidence Game Played Suc- 
cessfully on a Number of Germans—Sit- 
uations on California Fruit Farms 
Offered Them and Deposits Secured—The 
Duped Men Threaten to Prosecute. 


HERE are about sixty 
very wrathy German 
residents of this city 
looking for the hide 
of one Joseph Hoff- 
man of Springfield,’’ 
whose alluring offers 
and olly ways drew $3 
to $20 from their pock- 
ets. About a week 
ago a portly, not very 
well dressed German, 
about 35 or 40 years 
of age, walked into 
the Planters’ House 
just before dinner and 
registered himself: Jos. Hoffman, Spring- 
feld.“ He was assigned to room 110. Last 
Thursday all the German papers in the city 
contained a display ad’’ in the want column 
calling’ the attention of all hard-working 
Germans to the fact that six men 
were wanted on California fruit 
farms at $2.50 a day, food and transportation 
free. The reader was told to address J. H.“ 
at the office of the newspaper in which the ad- 
vertisement appeared. A number of answers 
were received each day and the ‘‘ad’’ was 
continued until Monday. Saturday night the

A GERMAN AFTERNOON PAPER 
saw the advertisement, and putting 
it down as a fraud, wrote an 


item for Answers to Correspondents,’’ in 
which he called attention to the alluring ad- 
vertisement in another column and said that 
it was a fraud, as hundred of men could now 
be found in California who wouln gladiy do 
any kind of work for from 75 cents to $1.50 a 
day and that the scheme had been worked in 
Chicago. The advertisement had done 
its work, however, and a number of Germans 


who had pictured fortunes awaiting them at 
$2.50 a dav and cheap living in California 
answered it. Hoffman after reading the let- 
ters at the botel would direct answers to the 
addresses ofthe applicants, telling them to 
call and see him at the hotel, always setting a 
separate hour in the day and evening for each 
one. The foreigners, many of whom could not 
speak a word of English, began filing into the 
hotel last Saturday, and the rotunda soon be- 
gun to wear theairof an intelligence office, 
which it maintained until this E Atter 
closeting himself with an applicant, Hoffman 
would dwell on the glories of the West, the 
magnificence of the offer and collect from 
$3 To $20 FROM THE APPLICANT, 
which, he said, was his commission, or was 
for two blankets, a berth or for meals on the 
way. If they did not have the ready cash he 
told them to call again and bring it with them. 
Many of them did so, and when the money 
was paid he told the men to be on 
hand Tuesday morning at 8 o'clock 
to get their tickets. About thirty 
Germans were in the rotunda of the 
Plantérs’ House this morning and there 
learned that Hoffman bad paid his bill yester- 
day afternoon and skipped. Nothing has been 
seen of him since. hen this intelligence 
was translated to them they went wild and 
the jabbering which followed was amusing. 
Those who spoke a little English plied the 
clerks with questions of all kinds and 
asked if he had left the tickets 
orthemoney. They said he was a nice man 
and would soon return with the tickets, so 
they would sit down and wait for them. It is 
doubttul if ever sucha group was assembled 
in the rotunda of the Planters’ House. Every 
man was equipped for a long journey and car- 
ried food and clothes in bundles of all sizes 
andshapes. Some having read of the

out West, had bought revolvers. Some car- 
ried old-style carbines, muzzle-loading shot- 
gune and rifies and were thoroughly equipped 
for an Indian onslaught.

MISSOURI CAN GET IT. 


The World’s Fair project and the proba- 
bility that the largest local subscription 
will decide which State shall have it lend 
a new interest to the following sections of 
art. 4 of Missouri’s Constitution: 

Sec. 46. The General Assembly shall have no 
power to make any grant, or toauthorize the 
making of any grant of public money or thing 
of value to any individual, association of in- 
dividuals, municipal or other corporations 
whatsoever; provided, thatthis shall not be 
so construed as to prevent the grant of aid in 
a case of public calamity. 

Sec. 47. The General Assembly shall have no 
power to authorize any county, city, town or 
township, or other political corporation or 
subdivision of the State now existing, or that 
may be hereafter established, to lend itscredit 
or to grant public money or thing of value in 
ald of. or to any individual, association or 
corporation whatsoever, or to become @ stock- 
holder in such corporation, association or 
company. 

The plain meaning of these inhibitions 
is that no act of the Legislature shall 
make the State or its municipalities a 
partner or steckholder in or contributor 
to any private or local enterprise. Pub- 
lic money and credit are to be used for 


| public purposes only, and the State’s 
money and credit for State purposes 
only, and not for the local benefit of coun- 
ties or towns, individuals, associations or 
corporations. 

In spite of sec. 46, however, we have 
seen State money appropriated to build a 
Court-house for Taney County. And 
there is nothing in either of these sections 
to prevent the appropriation of money 
fora State fair to be held anywhere in 
the State, for State schools to be located 
anywhere in the State, or for holding a 
world’s fair anywhere within the State 
for the benefit of the State at large. If 
the General Assembly can appropriate 
money to have our State represented at a 
Philadelphia Centennial, a New Orleans 
World’s Fair, or a New York Centennial, 
it can appropriate money to establish and 
conduct a world’s fair in Missouri, pro- 
vided the money is not given to indi- 
viduals or corporations or to be used for 
private or local purposes.

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SEIZING BRITISH SFALERS. 

The seizure of the British vessel, the 
Black Diamond, by the United States rev- 
enue cutter Richard Rush should soon 
settle the question of our right to prohibit 
sealing in Behring’s Sea.“ 

The question has not yet been adjudi- 
cated by our own courts. When a similar 
capture was made under the Cleveland 
administration and the vessel condemned 
by the court at Sitka the condemned ves- 
sel was released because the statute cre- 
ating that court had not provided for an 
appeal and the Government was unwill- 
ing to go to the extreme without the sup- 
port of our own highest judicial author- 
ity. 

The seizure of the Black Diamond will 
enable the Administration to send the 
prize before another court. and learn 
whether or not our own judiciary sus- 
tains the assertion of a jurisdiction 
by our Government which it and 
all other governments denied when 
claimed by Russia. If our own courts 
hold that Behring’s Sea is not a mare 
clausum, our jurisdiction over foreign 
sealers in its waters will be limited to one 
league from our own land, and we will 
have to surrender the Black Diamond and 
pay damages. 

Even if our own courts uphold the mare 
clausum claim, we will have to abandon 
it if other nations refuse to concede it and 
persist in their refusal. It is not to be 
supposed that we will by arms asserta 
territorial jurisdiction over so extensive a 
part of the Pacific Ocean against the pro- 
test of the principal maritime nations.

An Alarmed Bishop. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Bishop A. Cleveland Coxe contributes an 
article to the current number of the Forum in 
which he takes a gloomy view of the next 
century of the Republic. Hethinks that an- 
other centennial commemoration of Washing- 
ton and the Constitution by our children’s 
children is a‘‘consummation improbable in 
the extreme.’’ Bishop Coxe would have less 
despondency if he had more of that broad 
charity preached by the Master he follows. 
He fears for the future because he believes we 
are governed by ‘‘aliens.’’ We arm foréign- 
ers with votes, he says, and thus allow vice, 
ignorance, superstition and hereditary en- 
slavement to a foreign court’’ to be- 
come our masters. And Bishop Coxe 
expresses the belief that all ‘‘thoughtful 
men“ will agree with him. But ‘thoughtful 
men’’ willnot forget that the Republic was 
estabiished by ‘‘aliens;’’ that the underlying 
principle ot the Republic is the liberty and 
equality ofall its peopie; that an ‘‘alien’’ 
Wuo is armed with votes’’ isas much an 
American citizen as Bishop Coxe himself, no 
matter how many years may have passed 
since his own ancestors were immigrants and 
allens; that the prosperity of the country has 
been advanced, its battles fought and its 
great resources developed by those whom the 
Bishop calls ‘‘aliens.’’ Besides, what justi- 
fication can Bishop Coxe find for branding all 
naturalized citizens with vice, ignorance and 
superstition? Does not the charge imply at 
le ast the last two qualities in its author? 


Another Use for Electricity. 
From the Boston Herald. 

A novel but extremely promising use to 
which in England etectricity has been ap- 
plied is that of furnishing the power needed 
to run propeller steamers on the Thames. The 
upber reaches of this stream, rendered 
navigable by locks, have long been in high 
favor with those who delight in inland river 
navigation. In the summer montbs of the 
year, these waters abound in rowboats and 
steam launches of .every description. Tne 
steant launch is a useful oraft, but ite naviga- 
tion is atte with certain discomforts, as 
it lo RO work for the fireman and engineer, 


while the smoke from the funnel may at times 
de decidedly disagreeable to the passengers. 
But by means of électric storage batteries 
these distasteful features of common naviga- 
tion are doné away with. The use of the 
storage batteries involves obtaining a supply 
of electricity whenever this may be needed 
for it.

The Governors of Mining States and Terri- 
tories to be Asked te Call Kegular Elec- 
tions—Importance Attached to the Fixing 
of the Date—The Urgency of the Time— 
The Three Americas,

He has in the 

meantime read and studied the question from 


all sides, and is in possessién of very interest- 


ing facts in reference to the history of the 
precious metals in all the nations of the world. 
For this reason his views are of great value in 
making the preliminary arrangements for 
such a meeting as bas been proposed, and the 
matter coming before those interested, and 
Mr. Egan contemplating a call to return 
to his property in Colorado at any 
moment, the directors of the exchange 
met him by engagement yesterday, 
and after an informal! discussion of the matter 
requested him to draw up such suggestions as 
he could make, and outline the call for acon- 
vention that would commend it to the mining 
public, and leave it with the board for its 
guidance. This Mr. Egan readily consented to 
do. He has enlisted in the convention enter- 
prise for the campaign, and proposes to do 
everything in his power to make it a success. 
He has talked over the matter witha number 
of prominent business men in St. Louis with 
whom he is very well acquainted, and finds 
them all heartily in favor of the convention 
and ready to assist itin every way possible. 
THE CONVENTION ARRANGEMENTS 

preliminary to the call, the first step to be 
taken, are of the greatest importance in 
making ita success. Mr. Egan emphasizes, 
and the gentlemen who have undertaken to 
perfect the plan in this city fully 
coincide in the view, the necessity of 
making the call so that the mine 
owners and operators of tbe West will see at 
the start that it is business, and thatthe con- 
vention isto be ona broad-gauge basis that 
will bring the questions connected with the 
silver mining industry prominently before all 
classes interested, and particularly before 
the farmers of the West and the planters of 
the South. The composition of the conven- 
tion is one ot the most important features. It 
was at first suggested that a general invitation 
to those interested in mining be issued, but 
this has been found to be ill-advised. It is 
now thought that it would be better to make 
a all to the mining interests of the country, 
to send special and personal invitations to 
members of Congress who have been promin- 
entin mining and coinage legisiation, and to 
request the Governors of the several mining, 
agricultural and cotton States and Territories 
to appoint representative delegates to the 


convention. In the States and Territories 
having large — 1 it is suggested 
that the Governors be requested to call 
REGULAR ELECTIONS FOR DELEGATES, 
to be held simultaneously, and that the min- 
ing men be given an opportunity tosend the 
pick ot their number to do battle for their 
general protection. To St. Louis people it 
seems like a novelty to hold an election for 
delegates to aconvention of this character, 
but Mr. Egan assured Col. Wernse, one of the 
directors, who was forcibly Impressed with 
the matter, that the people of the mining dis- 
tricts were so deeply interested in the agita- 
tion that they would enter into the election 
with all of the enthusiasm possible in a 
national political campaign, and would send 
only the men they can rely upon to present 
the subject in a liberal manner, giving it its 
fullscope. Otherwise there would be danger 
of throwing the convention under the 
control of claim owners who would seek 
opportunity to dispose of properties for their 
own benefit, rather than to accompligh any- 
thing forthe good of the general industry. 
This is a danger that will be fully recognized 
at the start. Otherwise, the representative 
men of the mining industry would pay no 
more attention to the convention than if it 
was one to discuss an interest entirely foreign 
to their own. 
THE DATE OF THE CONVENTION 
is also a matter which will have to be given 
considerable attention. It has been suggested 
that it should be held so as to cover Veiled 
Prophet night, October 8, but it is doubtful 
whether this will be satisfactory tothe mining 
people who will attend the convention. So 
faras can be learned they would prefer to 
have the meeting ata time when there would 
not be the confusion and enthusiasm of the 
great St. Louis Fair and the annual pageant 
and ball of the Veiled Prophet, They 
would much enjoy seeing both, but 
would preferto meet at a time when they 
could devote more attention to the issue at 
hand than would be possible under such cir- 
cuistances. They could meet later, how- 
ever, and have the attraction of the Exposi- 
tion, with its great electrical exhibit, and also 
a mineral display covering the mineral re- 
sources of the entire 3 as it does not 
close until October 10. This, however, is a 
matter for general consideration. 8t Louis 
would greatly prefer to have visitors such as 
would come Rane the mining districts at a 
time when she could offer such amusement 
features as the fairaudtbe Veiled Prophets, 
but, if the gentlemen who are most deeply in- 
terested and who would be ip attendance at 
the convention feel that the confusion of the 
time would jeopardize their interests, the date 
would certainiy be made to suit them. St. 
Louis can offer attractions and entertainments 
sufficient at any time, and there will be no 
difficulty whatever in arranging for this one 
on the grandest scale of St. Louis hospitality. 
THE URGENCY OF THE TIME 
is the great qyestion in connection with the 
calling of the convention, and at — 8 
conference it was recognized that everything 
else would have to give way ee it, and the con- 
vention be held at such a time and under such 
arrangements as to render its failure a practi- 
cal impossibility. The greasens urgency is 
the very strong organization of the bankers, 
under the control, of course, of the East, and 
the fact that preliminary to the meeting of the 
bankers at Saratoga next month circulars 
have been sent toevery member of the asso- 
ciation, west and east, urging action in local 
districts to seoure antagonistic silver legisia- 
tion at the next session of Congress.

MONOPOLY CONTROL 


Mr. W. P. Thompson Resigns His Trustee- 
ship of the Standard to Become Presi- 
dent of the White Lead Trust—Showing 
of the Properties and What Late Ac- 
q uisitions Must De to Earn Dividends.

, tlemen, Messrs. W. Pp. Thompson and A. L. 


Rogers, and as the St. Louis gentlemen say, no 
reference was made to the Standard 


Oil Co., or to any other partica- 
lar person. The only reference was to 
our associates,’’ in general terms. Presl- 
dent Thomas Richeson of the Collier Co., 
speaking of it, said that aside from the fact 
that Mr. Thompson was a director of the 
Standard there was no other reason for con- 
necting the Standard with the White Lead 
Trust. He was also, however, a director of 
the Inman Steamship Co., and that company 
might with equal propriety be put down as 
the purchaser of the lead companies. An- 
other gentleman put the case more clearly, 
however. He has investigated the white lead 
situation here and in New York very closely, 
and, though his name cannot be given for ob- 
vious reasons, be was identified with the clos. 
ing up ofthe purchase of several of the com- 
panies, and his statement may be relied upon 
as giving a good idea of the situation. 

„From what I can see, he said, 'the 
Standard On Co. is not in control of the White 
Lead Trust, 

BUT ITS PEOPLE ARE, 
and that amounts to tne same thing, as they 
always goinafiock. The only thing is that 
there is no official connection between the 
Standard Oil Co. and the White Lead Trust, or 
at least none that anyone can see except the 
few men who really manage the affairs of the 
Standard. It is just this way: The White 
Lead Trust was organized out of anumber of 
more or less broken-down white lead com- 
panies. They numbered about twenty-five, 
with some smelting companies, and their 
trade had been cut off by geographical changes 
and by the success of the larger com- 
panies, and particularly by the UCollier and 


Southern ofthis city. The Collier, for in- 
stance, aus this year sold lead in every State 
and Territory in the United States, putting 
lead right into New York and Philadelphia in 
competition with the companies tbere. In 
addition tothe Collier and Southern, there 
are four others, including the Southern at 
Chicago, which do about 80 per cent of the 
business of the country, and as long as they 
stood out against the trust there was no hope 
of its succeeding. The trust companies, in 
fact, bad an aggregate loss last year of be- 
tween $30,000 and $50,000. It wasatthis stage 
that the Standard Oil people came in. They 
took hold of the white lead trust and soon dis- 
covered that they 

HAD THE SHELL BUT NOT THE EGG, 
and they at once began to pull the strings to 
«et in tke opposition. This they did by pur- 
chase, some ofthe companies, including the 
Collier, refusing to come into the trust as a 
company, but selling at a fixed price and 
leaving the stockholders to come inor not as 
they pleased, and take trust certificates for 
one-half their stock at the rate of four to one. 
At the time that he went into the lead trust 
Mr. Thompson wasa trustee of the Standard 
Oil Co., and Mr. Rogers was also connected 
with the Standard and very intimately associ- 
ated with Mr. Thompson. After looking over 
the ground and securing a good hold on the 
half-formed lead trust, Mr. Thompson resigned 
his position as trustee of the Standard and 
accepted the position of President of the Lead 
Trust. With himin transactions in the lead 
trust are a number of other people who are 
largely interested inthe Standard, but as 1 
say there is no oflicial connection that any 
one can see, though there may be, as the 
Standard’s affairs are all conducted officially 
and only the trustees have information as to 
the inside. 

AS TO THE OUTCOME 

it would be difficultto make any prediction, 
unless it be on the basis of the management of 
the Standard Oil people, and the fact that they 
always make money out of anything they un- 
dertake. The fact is, though,tbatthe old trust 
companies last year bad an — 2 — loss of 
about $50, 000. he trust capitalization is now 
about $83,000,000. Of thisamount something 
in excess of $50,000,000 is represented by these 
half dozen companies, principal among which 
are the Collier, Southern and Atiantic. Under 
the trust arrangement they will not only have 
to earn a profiton the $50,000,000 they repre- 
sent, but on the $30,000,000 represented by 
broken-down properties. They bave been 
earning a good profit on a legitimate capitai- 
ization, but the question is, can they give any 
value to watered stock of their oon and the 
stock of companies which could not make a 
profiteven before they were watered. Only 
the presence of Standard Oil men at the heim 
gives any show of success.’’ 


WANT IT FOR THE PROFITS, 


An English Syndicate Cornering the Enam.- 
eled and Patent-Leather Trade. 


New YORK, July 31.—The WORLD says: The 
latest developments in trusts is the English 
syndicate that is trying to corner the enam- 
elled and patent-leather trade of all America. 
It would perbaps be betterto say syndicates, 


forthere are at least three aggregations of 
Euglish capital cade to capture this lu- 
crative industry. ‘bus far none ot 
them have succeeded to any not- 
able extent, but the schemes have 
been in progress only a short time. 
They are going on well enough now, and the 
only rock ahead is the price at which the 
firms and corporations owning factories and 
tanneries are willing to sellout. The details 
of the transactions have been kept secret with 
religious care, but the WORLD succeeded yes- 
terday in finding out the full extent of the 
movement up to date. For the past three 
there has been a ruinous competition in 
the patent leather trade, and profits have been 
small. Before that time the makers had a 
cast iron combination and kept up prices, and 
all who manufactured and bandied the article 
grew rich. The Englishmen who are 
oy iag to buy out the factories and their good 
will, regard not so much their cost and actual 
present worth as the profits of the past three 
ears. If this difference is once adjusted, and 
t probably soon will be, the patent leather 
and enamelled leather trade of America will 
presently be owned and managed by English-

SULLIVAN MAY SURRENDER HIMSELF TO 
THE MISSISSIPPI AUTHORITIES. 


A Fight Without Result Between the Two 
Murphys—Peter Jackson, the Colored 


Pugilist, Roughly Handled—Los Angeles 


Beats Hanover— Racing at Various Points 
—Base Ball and Sporting News.

EW TORK. July 81.— 
It is an open ques- 
tion with John L. 
Sullivan whether it 
will be better for him 
to return to Rich- 
burg, Miss., surren- 
der himself to the 
authorities of Marion 
County and trust to 
the mercy of the 
law, or continue to 
evude the Missis- 
sippi officers. Pat 
Duffy, the well 
known sporting man 
of New Orleans, who 
- was Sullivan’s finan- 
cial agent in the recent fight, was in 
the city last week and advised the 
big fellow to give himself up at 
once. There have been several conferences 
on the subject between Sullivan, Johnston, 
Wakely, Muldoon, Barnett and Dan Murphy 
but up to a late hour last night no definite de- 
cision had been reached. Rumors that Gov. 
Lowrey had sent a detective to New York to 
obtain requisition papers and warrants were 
current yesterday. No doubt there are 


lenty of officers in Mississippi who would 
— glad to make an effort to obtain the $1,500 
reward offered by the State and the reports 
are 22 not without foundation. The 
penalty for prize-fighting in Mississippi isa 
fine of not more than 31, and not less than

FRANK AND BILLY MURPSY. 


They Fight Twenty-Seven Rounds Without 
Result—Their Condition. 


Sax FRANCISCO, Cal., July 31.—Frank Mur- 
phy, featherweight champion of England, who 
fought an eighty-round draw with Ike Weir, 
the Spider, and Billy Murphy, feather- 
weight champlon of Australia, who knocked 
out Johnny Griffin of Braintree in three 
rounds, met at the rooms of the California 
Athletic Club last night. They fought fora 


nurse of $1,800, of which the winner 
was to receive $1,500 and the loser $300. 
The men weighed 119% pounds each when 
they entered the ring, but the Australian stood 
two inches taller than the Englishman. Paddy 
Gorman and Billy Armstrong were Billy’s sec- 
onds, and Martin Murphy and Patsy Hogan 
looked after Frank’s interests. Hiram Cook 
was referee. 

In the first four rounds some heavy blows 
were exchanged. The Australian did most of 
the leading and the Englishman broke ground 
frequently, but remained cool and confident 
and delivered the more telling blows. He 
generally landed on bis adversary’s ribs or 
wind, Nothing much was done in the three 
succeeding rounds, but in the eighth Frank 
hit the Australian a blow on the chin that 
drove him back. He also got in several blows 
on Billy’s wind with his right, and at the close 
made an upper cut that would have floored 
Frank had it reached him. In the ninth and 
tenth rounds Billy rushed the Eng!ishman 
and chased him about the ring. but was able 
to do little damage. Frank generally stopped 
his rushes and landed blows when pursued. 

Frank changed his dactics in the eleventh 
round and began to force the fighting. He 
landed heavily on the Australian’s wind, chest 
and ear, and eluded his acversary’s blows. 
Some hard blows were exchanged in the next 
round, and in the thirteenth round Billy 
chased Frank all over the ring. The English- 
man again assumed the aggressive in the 
fourteenth round, and the men exchanged 
savage blows and fought until they became 
groggy. In the fifteenth round theEnglishman 
appeared the fresher, but Billysent him to the 
floor with a left-hand swing. A terrific right- 
hand swing from the Australian landed on 
Frank’s nose and sent him to the floor again 
and to the ropes. Still the Englishman did 
good fighting at the close ofthe round. Billy 
started to butt Frank outofthering with his 
head in the sixteenth round, but telling npper 
cuts from Frank anda warning from the ref- 
eree stopped him. While Billy was pounding 
Frank’s ear the Englishman gave him a right- 
hand swing that almost knocked the groggy 
Australian off his feet. There was plenty of 
force in the biows. 

Frank had the better of the little fighting 
done in the next few rounds, and in the nine- 
teenth, when the Australian came at him 
head down, he caught him on the 
hip and Billy pitched clean over him and 
landed heavily on his back. No fighting was 
done in the twentieth and twenty-first rounds. 
In the twenty-second Frank fell short in a 
lead, and received a stinging left-hander on 
the cheek, which floored him. In the next 
three rounds the men did no fighting, each 
waiting for the other to lead, and there were 
cries ot call it a draw’’ and ‘‘make them 
fight.’’ The Australian claimed to be injured. 
There was no change in the fighters’ tactics in 
the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh rounds 
and at the conclusion of the latter Referee 
Cook said it was clearly apparent the men 
would not go on with the fight. He did not 
know what was the matter with them, but the 
club permitted no draws and therefore he could 
merely declare the fight postponed, as there 
Was no use in having the men stand in the 
ring without fighting. 

CONDITION OF THE MEN. 

After the fight the men were taken in a room 
and examined by a doctor. It was found that 
Billy Murphy had a fracture of the radius 
ofthe leit arm. Frank Murphy claimed tnat 
he was badly disabled, but the doctor found 
no fractures, though the left wrist was 
swollen and discolored and there were large 
lumps over his left eye and on the left ear. 
Billy Murphy's condition will preclude any 
possibility of the fight being continued for 
some time, and Referee Cook stated that as 
the club did not sanction betting partivs hay- 
ing wagers could settle the questiun among 
themselves.

THE ESQUIMAULT DOCKS, 


Denial of the Report That They Are to 
Be Sold, 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 31.—The report that 
the British Government has found the docks 
at Exquimault, British Columbia, inadequate 
for naval purposes and that this important 
naval station is to be purchased from the Brit- 
ish Government by a wealthy syndicate of 
American capitalists, is denied by the Minister 
of Militia. Col. Powell, Adjutant General, 
stated yesterday that there was not a word of 
‘truth in the statement. The graving dock is 
owned jointly bythe British and Canadian 
Governments, the latter having contributed 
$1,150,000 towards its construction, while the 
British Government has only invested $250,000. 
He says that the Dominion Government would 
certainly have been consulted were any such 
sale contemplated, and the fact that the 
strengthening of the defenses of the station 
are to be immediately proceeded with gives 
contradiction tu the statement that as a naval 
station Esquimauit is to be abandoned.
